UR SIXTH seed annual. In the six years that we have been in 
business we have added more and better varieties adapted for the 
gardens of the North. Our catalog, our business, and our seed gar- 

dens have grown. We have added over ninety varieties to our catalog in 
the past six vears, including a list of standard varieties adapted for both 
home and commercial gardens. Nearly all our varieties have been tested 
in both northern and southern New Hampshire and have been selected 
for yield, quality, and maturity. 


We have more new and promising varieties this year. The Cocheco 
sweet corn is a very early sweet corn of excellent quality. The Illinois 
Hulless popcorn is the best popping corn we have ever had. We recom- 
mend this variety only for southern New Hampshire. 


We have several new beans this year. The Champagne pole bean is 
the best green snap pole bean we have ever grown. The quality as a snap 
bean is superior to Kentucky Wonder. This bean is also used for green 
and dry shell purposes. The Towle pole bean comes to us from Hiils- 
borough, New Hampshire. It 1s a cranberry type bean used for green and 
dry shell purposes. The Shelleasy bean is a dwarf bush bean that is an 
easy shelling bean as the name implies. 


Last season a customer gave us a strain of Blue Hubbard squash to 
try out. From a quarter acre plot we harvested five tons of squash, which 
averaged over fifty pounds apiece and ran as high as eighty pounds.

All our tomato varieties except Marglobe, N. H. 50, and F.N.C. are 
determinate. The seed should not be started before April 20. Do not set 
out plants that have either fruits or flowers because this delays ma- 
turity. They will do best in a rich, well-manured soil with plenty of 
super phosphate, in a warm location. 


DIXVILLE—A UNH introduction. This tomato is an early variety for 
northern New England. It is a little earlier and larger than Early 
Chatham, bright red in color.
